CARP HA Convention 2014 sees launching of a definitive 
Health/Tourism partnership between CARPHA and CTO 


ORANJESTAD — Aruba is very proud to be 
hosting the 59th Annual Caribbean Public 
Health Association (CARPHA) Conference over 
the p ast week with over 250 delegates, many of 
which are country leaders and key ministers. 

For some, the landmark announcement on Fri¬ 
day of a partnership between CARPHA and the 
Caribbean Tourism Organization, CTO, was 
one of the most exciting manifestations ot the 
conference. The assertion by an important tour¬ 
ism agency that regulation and standardization is 
needed, to be performed by a recognized health 
agency is breaking new ground. Forming this li¬ 
aison will pave the way for sater travel in the area, 
as well safeguarding the health ot those work¬ 
ing jn the industry and coming into direct con¬ 
tact with the tens of millions ot travelers passing 
through the region annually. 

Particularly passionate about tins partnership, 
the dialog it opens and the health standards it 
will help enforce, was the keynote speaker of the 
launch, the Minister of Tourism ot Antigua and 
Barbuda, the Hon. John Maginley, A long-time 
advocate of such a cooperative, for which he has 
personally provided seed money, he recalled inci¬ 
dents be personally witnessed where millions of 
dollars in revenue were lost, often unnecessari¬ 
ly, to both a private concern and a small nation 
dependent on tourism. Primarily he felt, the 
disastrous outcome resulted from ot a lack of 
knowledge and protocols on how to handle such 
incidents, and, most importantly, a lack ofdia log 
between health and tourism ministries. 

We Icomeand opening remarks to the 
launch werelmade by the Executive Director 
ot CARPHA, Dr. James Hospedal es. He cited 
statistics regarding the cost to the region when 
there are incidents of food b orn disease, such as 
Salmonella, or an airborne or contact spread out¬ 
break, often not even originating on the Carib¬ 
bean island where it takes place. The vast number 
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of travelers from around 
vulnerable. Headlines citing an outbreak during 
a Caribbean cruise will illicit concern about trav¬ 
eling to the entire region, when the actual infec¬ 
tion originated very often with a passenger from 
the U.S., or a crewmember, and did not even 
spread beyond the ship; tourism to the region, 
however, will sutler.

Obama: botched Oklahoma 
execution ‘deeply troubling’

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
Friday the botched execution in 
Oklahoma of a convicted mur¬ 
derer who was left writhing in 
agony after having a lethal injec¬ 
tion was "deeply troubling.’ 

Obama aigued there are some 
crimes so heinous that capital 
uni si tm ent could be merited, 
ut warned the incident on Tues¬ 
day raised "significant questions 
about how the death penalty is 
being applied. 

Clayton Lockett, a convicted 
imuderer and rapist, was admin¬ 
istered a new, untested three- 
drug protocol. 

He died 43 minutes after the 
stall of the injection — the pro¬ 
cess usually takes 10 minutes — 
prompti ng allegations of torture. 

"What happened in Oklaho¬ 
ma is deeply troubling." Obama 
admitted during a joint White 
House news conference with vis¬ 


iting German leader Chancellor 
Angela Merkel. 

"The individual who was sub¬ 
ject to the death penalty had 
committed heinous crimes, terri¬ 
ble crimes. 

"And I’ve said in the past that 
there are certain circumstances in 
which a crime is so terrible that 
the appli cation of the death pen¬ 
al tv may be appropriate — mass 
killings, the killings of children. 

"But I’ve also said that in the 
appli cation of the death penalty 
in this country, we’ve seen signif¬ 
icant problems. Racial bias. 

'An uneven application of 
the death penalty. Situations in 
which there were individuals on 
death row who later on were dis¬ 
covered to have been innocent 
because of exculpatory evidence. 

"And all these. 1 think, do raise 
significant questions about how 
the death penalty is being ap¬ 
plied,’ 1

He said that Washington did not 
have blanket no-spy agreements 
with any nation, though nad some 
specific arrangements with foreign 
intelligence agencies which were 
under review. 

The German Chancellor also aid 
Friday that Europe would be ready 
to move towards a 1 ‘third stage" 1 of 
tougher economic sanctions against 
Russia if necessary despite opposi¬ 
tion from business groups.

Birth control law heralds liberal 
change in Philippines 


MANILA JAPP; - The Philip- 
pines lias long been known as the 
Catho! ic Chu rch’s Asian strong- 
la old, but a new birth control law 
highlights an increasingly liberal 
smtt that could next see divorce 
legalised, activists and religious 
leaders say, 

A 15-year battle by the Church 
to thwart st ate-sanctioned family 
planning ended East month when 
the Supreme Court approved the 
law allowing the government to 
begin distributing tree contracep¬ 
tives to millions of poor Filipinos. 

It was a rare loss tor tlie Church, 
which has for centuries been one of 
the nation’s most powerful institu¬ 
tions and continues to count more 
than SO percent of the nation’s 100 
million people as Catholics. 

TheCh urch helped lead revolu¬ 
tions that toppled two presidents 
in recent decades and has been 
a constant voice in the nation’s 
modern political discourse, plac¬ 


ing pressure on legislators to 
conservative socia: policies. 

Tlie Philippines is the only 
countiy where divorce remains 
illegal while abortion is also out¬ 
lawed and marriage is strictly de¬ 
fined as a union oetween a man 
and a woman. 

But advocates say the intro¬ 
duction ot the birth control law, 
ac comp ani ed by wi d esp read

community support, shows that 
Filipinos are increasingly ignor¬ 
ing the conservative teachings ot 
the Church while maintaining 
their faith.. 

Indeed many modern Filipino 
Cat holi cs have already embraced 
customs that were once consid¬ 
ered taboo and are sue! illegal or 
frowned upon by the Chu rch. 

There are 500.000 abortions 
each year in clandestine clinics, 
according to the government, 
many oft hem by poor women or 
teenage girls who cannot afford to 
bring up another child. 

Contraceptives have also for 
many years been in high demand 
tn poor commu taines. 

Legal separations, which settle 
property and assets issues with¬ 
out legally dissolving a union, are 
common. 

Following the birth control vic¬ 
tory, abroad coalition of women’s 
groups are now looking to build 
momentum tor a law that would 
legalise divorce. 

A women’s rights party had al¬ 
ready introduced a bill into Con¬ 
gress in 2010 seeking to lift the 
ban on divorce. 

The bill has not progressed be¬ 
yond committee hearings. 

Proponents ot divorce are aware 
it will still likely take vears to have 
their legislation passed.

Saudi man and the other a Jordanian medic who was treating him. 

State news agency Petra which carried the report said this brought to seven the total number ot people who were diagnosed in Jordan 
with the disease known as Middle East Respiratory Syndrome since 2012. Jordan reported the first death of MERS virus this year in 
February after two previous fatalities in 2012. MERS first emerged in 2012 and is mostly focused on Saudi Arabia where it has killed 107 
people, according to health officials in the oil-rich kingdom. Saudi health authorities said Wednesday that the number of those diag¬ 
nosed with the disease had risen to 351. MERS is considered a deadlier but less-transmissible cousin of the SARS virus that erupted in Asia 
in 2003 and infected 8*273 people, nine percent o: whom died. There are no vaccines or antiviral treatments tor MERS* a severe respiratory 

disease with a mortality rate ot more than 40 percent that experts are sti.l struggling to understand.

The US-Korea Institute at 
Johns Hopkins University 
said satellite images of the 
North's Sohae rocket launch 
site suggested one ’"and 
maybe more’’ recent tests 
on the engine of what is 
probably the first stage ot a 
road-mobile ICBM called 
the KN-08. 

it was the latest in a series 
of similar tests — dating back 
to mid-20l5> — on a missile 
with a targeted range ot up 
to 11,000 Kilometers (6,800 
miles), the institute said on

The successful test of an 
ICBM capable of reaching 
the continental United States 
would take the nuclear threat 
posed by the North to an 
entirely new level. 

Experts believe three 
nuclear tests have brought 
the North closer to master¬ 
ing the miniaturisation tech¬ 
niques required to place a 
nuclear warhead on a missile. 

And there are signs it is 
preparing a fourth test, with 
multiple analyses of recent 
satellite images all noting 
stepped-up activity at the 
North’s Punggye-ri nuclear 
test site.

Although the identity at the teams was 
not revealed, big-spending Manchester 
City and Paris Saint-Germain are widely 
believed ta be amongst those tacmg pas¬ 
sible sanctions. 

UEFA's Club Financial Control Body 
(CFCB) Investigatory Chamber said that 
76 out of the 237 clubs which entered 
European competitions, and were subject 
to the new break-even requirements, re¬ 
quested ta submit additional information. 

“From that group, the examination as 
regards 67 clubs has come to an end and 
continues only in relation to the nine re¬ 
maining clubs,'' said a UEFA statement. 

UEFA is expected to impose heavy tmes, 
and a wage cap on the squads to appear in 
next season’s Champions League. 

They are not expected, however, to in¬ 
clude a tournament ban. 

The id ea of the sanctions is that a re¬ 
striction in the expenditure on players by 


clubs who have breached the rules will 
help them m their ettorts to comply wi th 
the limits on losses in future seasons. 

Clubs can lose up to 45 million euros 
(£37 million) over the last two years un¬ 
der UEFA’s rules. 

City accumulated dehicits ot £97.9 mil¬ 
lion in 2012 and £51.6 mi Hi on last year, 
but were able to write ott some sums 
spent on Facilities, youth development and 
a number ot other items. 

Both Qatari-owned PSG and Abu Dha¬ 
bi-owned City have a number ot sponsor¬ 
ship deals related to their owners which 
the CFCB had to determine whether or 
not they were ot fair market value. 

UEFA president Michel Platini has al¬ 
ready said he expects none ot the clubs 
involved will be barred from European 
competition next season. 

But Arsenal manager Arsene Wenger 
said Friday that UEFA needs to show it 
means business when they announce 
sanctions.

NBA: Owners set out to remove 


Sterling 



NEW YORK (APR) - NBA own¬ 
ers took their brst concrete step 
Thursday towards booting Donald 
Sterling tram their ranks after the 
disgraced real estate tycoon's racist 
remarks. 


Hours after the league’s adviso- 
ry/bnance committee neld 2 meet¬ 
ing to discuss NBA Commissioner 
Adam Silver’s recommendation that 
Sterling be forced to sel. the team, 
reports surfaced that the 80-year- 
old Sterling is battling cancer. 

ESPN. com said Thursday that 
unnamed sources had confirmed 
Sterling’s illness, first reported by 
the New York Post. 

On Tuesday, Silver banned Ster¬ 
ling tor ltte from all league activi¬ 
ties and fined him $2.5 million over 
racially charged comments he made 
to his girltriend that caused a furor 
within basketball and beyond after 
they were aired at the weekend. 

A move to force Sterling to sell 
would require the approval of 
three-quarters of the other 29 NBA 


owners, and Silver said Tuesday he 
was confident of gaining the needed 
votes. 

Sterling snapped up the Clippers 
tor $12 million in 1981. The club 
is now worth at least $575 million. 

A swarm of high-profile poten¬ 
tial buyers has already surfaced, al¬ 
though Sterling could tie things up 
it he chooses to chal¬ 
lenge any NBA action in 
court. 

Under NBA rules, be¬ 
fore the league can force 
him to sell Sterling must 
be presented with writ¬ 
ten charges and given 
time to respond. Sil¬ 
ver would then convene 
the board of governors, 
which would vote after 
hearing evidence in the 
case. 

While the NBA began 
to pick its way through 
the process, fallout con¬ 
tinued outside of bas¬ 
ketball. The president of 
the Los Angeles chapter 
of the NAACP resigned 
Thursday amid questions 
about the civil rights or¬ 
gan i z at i on 1 s rel ati onsh ip 
with Sterling. 

Leon Jenkins had an¬ 
nounced this week that 
the group was dropping 
plans to present Sterling 
with a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award and would 
be returning donations 
Sterling had made to the 
organization. 


Nevertheless, questions lingered 
about the chapter's ties to Sterling, 
who had previously faced allegations 
he discriminated against black, His¬ 
panic and Korean tenants at some ot 
his rental properties.
